LOS ANGELES (AP) — Law¬ 
yers for President Donald 
Trump asked a court Mon¬ 
day for nearly $800,000 in 
lawyers 1 fees and penalties 
from pom actress Stormy 
Daniels for a failed defa¬ 
mation lawsuit against him. 
Attorney Charles Harder 
defended ringing up a 
nearly $390,000 legal bill for 
the presidentand asked for 
an equal amount in sanc- 


tionsasa deterrent against 
a "repeat filer of frivolous 
defamation cases" 

Judge S. James Otero 
didn't immediately rule. He 
noted thatfeesby Harder's 
firm — as high as $840 an 
hour — were reasonable 
but the 580 hours spent 
on the case appeared to 
be excessive and might 
be trimmed in his eventual 
award.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi¬ 
dent Donald Trump praised 
a key witness in the Russia 
investigation Monday for 
having the "guts" not to tes¬ 
tify against him, and said 
his former lawyer — who 
cut a deal with prosecutors 
— should head straight to 
prison. 

In a pair of politically 
charged tweets, Trump 
made clearthathe isclose- 
ly watching those who tum 
on him in the special coun¬ 
sel's probe, which has en¬ 
snared some of the presi¬ 
dent's closest advisers. So 
far, five people in Trump's 
orbit have pleaded guilty 
to federal charges 
The tweets add to mount¬ 
ing questions a bout wheth¬ 


er Trump is taking steps to 
improperly influence wit¬ 
nesses in an investigation 
that has enraged him and 
shadowed his administra¬ 
tion. Some legal experts, 
though, say they may not 
amount to witness tamper¬ 
ing if Trump didn't directly 
tell others what to say or 
not say. 

Trump already has come 
under scrutiny from critics 
who fear he may use his 
executive powerto protect 
himself as well as friends 
and supporters. Last week, 
Trump told the New York 
Post that a pardon for his 
former campaign chair¬ 
man Paul Manafortwasnot 
off the table. 

Prosecutors say Manafort 
torpedoed his plea deal 
with special counsel Robert 
Mueller by repeatedly lying 


to them, a Ithoug h M a nafort 
deniesthat he lied. 

In one of Monday's tweets, 
Trump took aim at Michael 
Cohen, his former personal 
attorney who once grandly 
declared he would 'take a 
bullet"forthe president but 
ultimately took a plea deal. 
Cohen pleaded guilty last 
week to lying to Congress 
about negotiations he had 
on Trump's behalf fora real 
estate deal in Moscow. 
Though he told lawmak¬ 
ers the talks were done by 
J anuary 2016, he admitted 
they actually lasted as late 
asj une — afterTrump had 
clinched the Republican 
nomination and after Rus¬ 
sia ns had penetrated Dem¬ 
ocratic email accounts for 
communications later re¬ 
leased through WikiLeaks 
Cohen said he lied out of 
loyalty to Trump, who in¬ 
sisted throughout the cam¬ 
paign that he had no busi¬ 
ness dealings in Russia, and 
to be consistent with his po¬ 
litical messaging. 

On Monday, Trump ripped 
into Cohen on Twitter. 

'You mean he can do all 
of the TERRIBLE, unrelated 
to Trump, things having to 
do with fraud, big loans, 
Taxis, etc., and not serve 


a long prison term?"Trump 
added that Cohen "makes 
up stories to geta GREAT& 
ALREADY reduced deal for 
himself." 

Trump added: "He lied for 
thisoutcome and should, in 
my opinion, serve a full and 
complete sentence." 
Minutes later, Trump lav¬ 
ished praise on his former 
campaign adviser Roger 
Stone. Mueller's prosecu¬ 
tors are investigating Stone 
to leam whether he had 
advance knowledge of 
WikiLeaks' plans to release 
hacked material damag¬ 
ing to Hillary Clinton's presi¬ 
dential effort. 

Trump lauded Stone for 
saying he'd never testify 
against the president. 

'This statement was recent¬ 
ly made by Roger Stone, 
essentially stating that he 
will not be forced by a 
rogue and out of control 
prosecutor to make up lies 
and storiesabout'President 
Trump,"' he tweeted. "Nice 
to know that some people 
still have 'guts!'" 

Stone then posted a 
screenshot of Trump's tweet 
with a caption that said he 
was proud of their 40-year 
relationship and "prouder 
still of the amazing job he 


is doing making America 
Great Again!" 

Sen. Mark Warner, the top 
Democrat on the Senate 
intelligence committee, 
said Trump's tweet was in¬ 
appropriate. 

'The President of the United 
States should not be using 
his platform to influence 
potential witnesses in a fed¬ 
eral investigation involving 
his campaign,"Warner said 
in a tweet. 

Stone said the idea that 
Trump's tweet amount to 
witness tampering is "hys¬ 
terical." 

"I'm not a witness to any 
proceeding,"he said. 

David Weinstein, a former 
Justice Department prose¬ 
cutor in Florida, said he was 
surprised by Trump's com¬ 
ments Monday, but didn't 
believe the tweets alone 
rose to the level of obstruc¬ 
tion or witness tampering 
because Trump did not ex¬ 
plicitly tell anyone what to 
say or not to say. Subjects 
of an investigation can still 
communicate to others 
entangled in a probe, and 
though they can encour¬ 
age them to tell the truth, 
they cannot coach them 
to lie, he said. 

'What he seems to be say¬ 
ing is that people who con¬ 
tinue to show support for 
him, in some way, may be 
rewarded forthat support," 
Weinstein said. "I don't 
think it rises to the level of 
obstruction yet, but it cer¬ 
tainly would cause people 
who are conducting the 
investigation to start asking 
questions a bout whether or 
not the target has reached 
out to them." Trump's mes¬ 
sage had an immediate 
effect on supporters. His 
remarks prompted Michael 
Caputo, the president's for¬ 
mer campaign aide and 
a longtime Stone friend, to 
launch a "GoFundMe" ac¬ 
count to help pay Stone's 
mounting legalfeesQ

He didn't indicate how he 
felt about the requested 
penalties, but had ques¬ 
tioned whether attorneys' 
fees alone would serve as 
a deterrent. 

Harderhad notputa dollar 
figure on sanctions he was 
seeking before the hear¬ 
ing and Daniels' attorney 
Michael Avenatti objected 
vehemently, calling it "ab¬ 
surd and outrageous." 

'You can't just pick a num¬ 
ber out of thin air in an ef¬ 
fort to put my client under 
Donald Trump's thumb and 
intimidate her," Avenatti 
said. 

Daniels, whose real name is 
Stephanie Clifford, alleges 
she had a one-night affair 
with Trump in 2006. She sued 
him ea rlier this yearseeking 
to break a non-disclosure 
agreement she signed 
days before the 2016 elec¬ 
tion about the tryst as part 
of a $130,000 hush money 
settlement. Trump has de¬ 
nied the affair, but essen¬ 
tially acknowledged the 
payment to Daniels 
Despite the deal to stay 
quiet, Daniels spoke out 
publicly and alleged that 
five years after the af¬ 
fair she was threatened 
to keep quiet by a man 
she did not recognize in a 
Las Vegas parking lot. She 
also released a composite 
sketc h of the mystery ma n. 
She sued Trump for defa¬ 
mation after he responded 
to the allegation by tweet¬ 


ing: "A sketch years later 
about a nonexistent man. 
A total con job, playing the 
Fake News Media for Fools 
(but they know it)!" 

Otero ruled in Octoberthat 
Tru mp's sta te me nt wa s "rhe¬ 
torical hyperbole" against 
a political adversary and 
was protected speech un- 
derthe First Amendment. 
Although the lawsuit didn't 
get far before Otero tossed 
it, he said it was a "one of a 
kind" case that demanded 
a fair bit of legal work. 
'Given a case of this mag¬ 
nitude, you have to err on 
the side of being thorough," 
Otero said. 

Daniels has appealed 
Otero's decision and Av¬ 
enatti said Monday he ex¬ 
pects to prevail at a higher 
court. 

Avenatti, who has posi¬ 
tioned himself as a Trump 
foe and isconsidering a run 
for president in 2020, also 
said he will be seeking at¬ 
torney's fees a gainst Trump 
in the ongoing hush money 
case and he anticipates 
being awarded a figure 
that "dwarfs exponentially" 
whatTrump isseeking in the 
defamation case, possibly 
exceeding $2 million. 
Trump's lead attorney said 
the fees and unspecified 
monetary sanctions were 
earned because of the ex¬ 
traordinary nature of the 
defamation case and be¬ 
cause of Avenatti's games¬ 
manship. 

'This action is virtually un¬ 
precedented in American 


legal history," Harder wrote 
in court papers. Daniels 
"not only brought a merit¬ 
less claim for defamation 
against the sitting presi¬ 
dent of the United States, 
but she also has engaged, 
along with her attorney, in 
massive national publicity." 
In a related case in which 
Danielshasalleged thather 
former lawyer, Keith David¬ 
son, colluded with Trump's 
former personal lawyer Mi¬ 
chael Cohen to have her 
publiclydenythe affairwith 
Trump, Avenatti and Co¬ 


hen's lawyer briefly traded 
accusations Monday in the 
hallway of a Santa Monica 
courthouse. 

Standing nose-to-nose with 
attorney Brent Blakely, Av¬ 
enatti told him he repre¬ 
sented a felon. Blakely shot 
back that Avenatti is a fel¬ 
on. Avenatti said he's never 
been convicted of a crime. 
Cohen has pleaded guilty 
to several felonies and ad¬ 
mitted funneling money to 
Daniels to keep her quiet 
aboutan affairshe hassaid 
she had with Trump. 


Avenatti was a nested last 
month on suspicion of do¬ 
mestic violence. 
Prosecutors dec lined bring¬ 
ing felony charges against 
Avenatti. They are investi¬ 
gating whether he should 
face a misdemeanor 
charge for allegations he 
roughed up a girlfriend. Av¬ 
enatti has denied wrong¬ 
doing.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

nation's capital embraced 
George H.W. Bush in death 
Monday with solemn cer¬ 
emony and high tributes to 
his service and decency, 
as the remains of the 41st 
president took their place 
in the Capitol rotunda for 
three days of mourning 
and praise by the political 
elite and everyday citizens 
alike. 

With Bush's casket atop the 
Lincoln Catafalque, first 
used forAbraham Lincoln's 
1865 funeral, dignitaries 
came forward to honorthe 
Texan whose efforts for his 
country extended three 
quarters of a century from 
World War II through his fi¬ 
nal years as an advocate 
for volunteerism and relief 
for people displaced by 
natural disaster. 

President from 1989 to 1993, 
Bush died Friday at age 94. 
In an invocation opening 
Monday evening'sc eremo- 
ny, the U.S. House chaplain, 
the Rev. Patrick J Conroy, 
praised Bush's commitment 
to public service, from 
Navy pilot to congressman, 
U.N. ambassador, envoy to 
China and then CIA direc¬ 
tor before being elected 
vice president and then 
president. 

"Here liesa great man,"said 
Rep. Paul Ryan, the House 
speaker, and "a gentle 
soul. ... His legacy is grace 
perfected." 

Vice President Mike Pence 
and Republican Senate 
leader Mitch McConnell 
also spoke. 

But political combatants 
set aside their fights to 
honor a Republican who 
led in a less toxic time and 
at times found commonal¬ 
ity with Democrats despite 
sharp policy disagree¬ 
ments. Democratic Rep. 


Nancy Pelosi, past and in¬ 
coming House speaker, ex¬ 
changed a warm hug with 
George W. Bush and came 
away dabbing her face. 
Bush himself seemed to be 
holding backtears. 

Pelosi and Chuck Schumer, 
the Senate Democratic 
leader, placed wreaths in 
the short ceremony be¬ 
fore the rotunda was to be 
opened to the public. It 
was to remain open over¬ 
nig ht. 

Sent off from Texas with a 
21-gun salute, Bush's cas¬ 
ket was carried to Joint 
Base Andrews outside the 
capital city aboard an air¬ 
craft that often serves as 
Air Force One and desig¬ 
nated 'Special Air Mission 
41" in ho nor of Bush's place 
on the chronological list of 
presidents 

Cannon roared again out¬ 
side the Capitol as the sun 
sank and his eldest son, for¬ 
mer President George W. 
Bush, stood with his hand 
over his heart, watching 
the casket's procession up 
the steps 


Bush was remembered just 
feet away from what he 
called "Democracy's front 
porch," the west-facing 
steps of the Capitol where 
he was sworn in as presi¬ 
dent. 

He will lie in state in the 
Capitol for public visitation 
through Wednesday. An 
invitation-only funeral ser¬ 
vice is set for Wednesday 
at Washington National 
Cathedral. President Don¬ 
ald Trump and first lady Me¬ 
lania Trump are to attend. 
Although Bush's funeral ser¬ 
vices are suffused with the 
flourishes accorded presi¬ 
dents, by his choice they 
will not include a formal 
funeral procession through 
downtown Washington. 

The youngerPresidentBush, 
his wife, Laura, and others 
from the family traveled on 
the flight from Houston. 

On Sunday, students, staff 
and visitors had flocked to 
Bush's presidential library on 
the campus of Texas A&M 
University, with thousands 
of mourners paying their re¬ 
spects at a weekend can¬ 


dlelight vigil at a nearby 
pond and others contribut¬ 
ing to growing flower me¬ 
morials at Bush statues at 
both the library and a park 
in downtown Houston. 

"I think he was one of the 
kindest, most generous 
men," said Marge Frazier, 
who visited the downtown 
statue on Sunday while 
showing friends from Cali¬ 
fornia around. 

After services in Washing¬ 
ton, Bush will be returned 
to Houston to lie in repose 
at St. Martin's Episcopal 
Church before burial Thurs¬ 
day at his family plot on 
the library grounds. His final 
resting place will be along¬ 
side Barbara Bush, his wife 
of 73 years who died in 
April, and Robin Bush, the 
daughterthey lost to leuke¬ 
mia in 1953 at age 3. 

Trump hasordered the fed¬ 
eral government closed 
Wednesday for a national 
day of mourning. Flags on 
public buildings are flying 
at half-staff for 30 days out 
of respect for Bush. 

Trump, who has not al¬ 


ways uttered kind words 
about the Bush family, of¬ 
fered nothing but praise in 
the hours after the former 
president's death was an¬ 
nounced. 

"He was just a high-quality 
man who truly loved his 
family," Trump said Satur¬ 
day while in Argentina. 
"One thing that came 
through loud and clear, he 
was very proud of his fam¬ 
ily and very much loved his 
family. So he was a terrific 
guy and he'll be missed." 
Bush's passing puts him 
back in the Washington 
spotlight after more than 
two decades living the 
relatively low-key life of a 
former president. His death 
also reduces membership 
in the ex-presidents' club to 
four J immy Carter, Bill Clin¬ 
ton, George W. Bush and 
Barack Obama. 

One of Bush's major 
achievements was as¬ 
sembling the international 
military coalition that liber¬ 
ated the tiny, oil-rich nation 
of Kuwait from invading 
neighbor Iraq in 1991. The 
warlasted just 100 hours. He 
also presided overthe end 
of the Cold War between 
the United States and the 
former Soviet Union. 

A humble hero of World War 
II, Bush wasjust 20 when he 
survived being shot down 
during a bombing run over 
a Japanese island. He had 
joined the Navy when he 
turned 18. 

Shortly before leaving the 
service, he married his 
19-year-old sweetheart, 
Barbara Pierce, and forged 
the longest presidential 
marriage in U.S. history. 
Bush enrolled at Yale Uni¬ 
versity after military service, 
becoming a scholar-ath¬ 
lete and captaining the 
baseball team to two Col¬ 
lege World Series before 
graduating Phi Beta Kappa 
after just 2 V 2 yearsO

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

attorneys general of the 
District of Columbia and 
Maryland said Monday 
that they are moving for¬ 
ward with subpoenas for 
records in their case accus¬ 
ing President Dona Id Trump 
of profiting off the presi¬ 
dency. 

U.S. District Court Judge 
PeterJ. Messitte approved 
the legal discovery sched¬ 
ule in an order Monday. 
Such information would 
likely provide the first clear 
picture of the finances of 
Trump's Washington, D.C., 
hotel. 

Trump's Justice Depart¬ 
ment lawyers filed a notice 
to the court Friday that ap¬ 
peared to challenge the 
Maryland judge's decision 
to allow the case to move 
forward. The president's 
notice that he may seek 
a writ of mandamus — to 
have the appeal heard by 
a higher court — is consid¬ 
ered an "extraordinary rem¬ 
edy" that's hard to prove 
and partly rests on showing 
Messitte's decisions to be 
clearly wrong. 

The Justice Department 
declined to comment. 
'We've got the discovery 
ready to go," said Mary¬ 
land Attorney General Bri¬ 
an Frosh. 'Theirobjective at 
this point is just to keep the 
doors shut, they don't want 
any of this information out 
in public and they don't 
want ourcase to move for¬ 
ward. 

So they're going to be be 
obstructing as much as 
they can." 

District of Columbia Attor¬ 
ney General Karl A. Racine 


said in a statement that the 
subpoenas would go out 
to third-party organizations 
and federal agencies 'to 
gather the necessary evi¬ 
dence to prove that Presi¬ 
dent Trump is violating the 
Constitution's emoluments 
clauses— ournation'sorigi- 
naI anti-corruption laws." 
Trump has been fighting 
multiple lawsuits that argue 
foreign representatives' 
spending money at the 
Trump International Hotel 
are violations of the Consti¬ 
tute n'semolumentsclause, 
which bans federal officials 
from accepting benefits 


from foreign or state gov¬ 
ernments without congres¬ 
sional approval. 

A clue as to what entities 
may receive subpoenas 
may can be found in pres¬ 
ervation subpoenas filed 
more than a yearago with 
23 Trump-related entities, 
including The Donald J. 
Trump Revocable Trust, The 
Trump Organization, the 
Mar-a-Lago Club Inc. and 
entities related to his D.C. 
hotel and its management, 
among others. 

The subpoena requires the 
majority of documents to 
be preserved from Jan. 1, 


2015, on an ongoing basis 
The court filings cite docu¬ 
ment categories for pres¬ 
ervation, including those 
from Nov. 8, 2016, onward 
concerning "marketing to 
foreign or domestic gov¬ 
ernments, including mem¬ 
bers of the diplomatic 
community." 

Other noted categories for 
preservation include docu¬ 
ments that would iden¬ 
tify guests of the hotel and 
those who have rented 
event space, details on all 
finances, and "operating 
leases, permits, licenses, 
tax payments or credits to 


orfrom foreign ordomestic 
governments." 

According to the agreed- 
upon schedule, if there are 
no delays, legal discovery 
would conclude in early 
August. 

'The president is engaging 
in very serious constitutional 
violations every day in our 
view, so we're glad to have 
the opportunity to bring this 
case to closure promptly in 
2019," said Norman Eisen, 
chairman of the nonprofit 
Citizens for Responsibility 
and Ethics in Washington, 
which is co-counsel with 
the two jurisdictions.^ 
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Children return to school 3 weeks after California wildfire

YUBA CITY, Calif. (AP) — 

Eight-year-old Bella Malo¬ 
ney woke up next to her 
little brother in a queen-size 
bed at a Best Western ho¬ 
tel and for breakfast ate a 
bagel and cream cheese 
that her mother brought up 
from the lobby. 

And then she was off to 
school for the first time in 
nearly a month. 

For Bella, brother Vance 
and thousands of other 
youngsters in Northern Cali¬ 
fornia who lost their homes 
or their classrooms in last 
month's deadly wildfire, life 
crept a little closer to nor¬ 
mal Monday when school 
finally resumed in most of 
Butte County. 

'They're ready to get back," 
Bella's mother, Erica Hail, 
said of her children. "I think 


they're sick of Mom and 
Dad." At school, 'they get 
to have time alone in their 
own space and their own 
grade and they get to just 
be by themselves." 

Schools in the county had 
been closed since Nov. 
8, when the blaze swept 
through the town of Para¬ 
dise and surrounding ar¬ 
eas, destroying nearly 
14,000 homes and killing at 
least 88 people in the na¬ 
tion's deadliest wildfire in a 
century. About two dozen 
people remain unaccount¬ 
ed for, down from a stag¬ 
gering high of 1,300 a few 
weeksago. 

About 31,000 students in 
all have been away from 
school since the disaster. 
On Monday, nearly all of 
them went back, though 
some of them attended 
class in other buildings be¬ 
cause their schools were 
damaged or destroyed, or 
inaccessible inside evacu¬ 
ation zones. 

Bella was shy and not very 
talkative but agreed she 
was excited to be going 
back. She wanted to see 
her friends. 

The small, tidy hotel room 
with two queen beds has 
been home to the family 
of five for so me two weeks 
Since they lost neariy every¬ 
thing to the fire, there was 
little to clutterup the space. 
The Hails a re booked there 
until February.

asked her daughter, wak¬ 
ing her up in their hotel 
room. 

'Seven dot dot three five," 
came the 8-year-old's sing¬ 
song reply. 7:35. Itwastime 
to brush her teeth, comb 
herhairand hit the road for 
a nearly hourlong drive to 
school in the family SUV. 

A few minutes later, at 
se ve n-d o t-d o t-fo u r-se ve n, 
they were out the door. 
Some families driven out 
by the inferno have left the 
state or are staying with 
friends or relatives too far 
away for the children to 
go back to school in Butte 
County. 

The Hails — whose five- 
bedroom, two-bath home 
in Paradise was destroyed 
— are staying in Yuba City, 
a long drive from their new 
school in Durham. 

It was shortly before the 9 
a.m. start of the school day 
when they pulled up to Dur- 
ham Elementary School, 
where Bella is in third grade 
and Vance is in half-day 
kindergarten.

Arkansas State Police said 
the bus crashed along In¬ 
terstate 30 near Benton, 
about 25 miles (40 kilo¬ 
meters) southwest of Little 
Rock. Police said most of 
the injured were children 
and that they were taken 
to hospitals in Little Rock 
and Benton. 

The elementary-school age 
children from the Orange 
Mound Youth Associa¬ 
tion in southeast Memphis 
were returning home after 
playing in a tournament in 
the Dallas area over the 
weekend, according to 
Memphis TV station WMC. 
Orange Mound is a histori¬ 
cally black neighborhood 
that unites a round its highly 
competitive youth football 
program. 

One of half a dozen adults 
on the bus, Da mo us Hai¬ 
ley, said the players from 
10 Orange Mound Youth 
Association football teams 
had been playing in all-star 
squads He told The Com¬ 
mercial Appeal newspaper 
that the bus swerved then 
flipped "about 15 or 20 
times,"before landing on its 
side at the foot of an em¬ 
bankment. 

'When the bus started flip¬ 
ping, the kids were holler¬ 
ing, and we were trying to 
calm them down," he said 
in an interview from Saline 
Memorial Hospital, where 
he wastreated forinjuriesto 
his right side and leg. "I was 
holding on, trying to make 
sure I did n't get thrown out." 
Teamsand coachesaffiliat- 
ed with the Orange Mound 
Youth Association have not 


returned phone calls and 
emails seeking comment. 
At a news conference in 
Memphis Monday after¬ 
noon, Nickalous Manning, 
area superintendent of As¬ 
pire Public Schools, said a 
third graderfrom an Aspire 
charter school died in the 
crash. He did not reveal the 
child's name. 

"When we talked to team¬ 
mates here, you saw on 
theirfaces a bout what that 
young person meant to 
them, the impact that he 
had on the school com¬ 
munity," Manning said. 'This 
is going to be a loss that's 
going to be hand to heal 
from." 

Students from five Achieve¬ 
ment School District facili¬ 
ties in Memphis were also 
on the bus, according to 
district spokesman Bobby 
White. 

Authorities haven't talked 
about the cause of the 
crash that happened un¬ 
der the cloak of darkness. 
The bus driver told state 
police that she lost con¬ 
trol. The heavily damaged 
bus came to a rest after 
tumbling down a steep 
embankment next to the 
crook of a sharp bend on 
an off-ramp. 

Dr. Todd Maxson, surgeon 
in chief and trauma medi¬ 
cal director at Arkansas 
Children's Hospital in Little 
Rock, said 22 of the 26 
children aged 9 to 13 who 
were admitted to the facil¬ 
ity were released by late 
Monday afternoon. He said 
the four remaining children 
were stable and expected 
to fully recover from their 
injuries. 

Maxson said some of the 
children suffered injuries 
to the brain or other inter¬ 
nal organs, while others 
suffered cuts and broken 
bones He said two of the 
kids underwent emergency 
operations and were sta¬ 
ble.

The beleaguered leader 
made her sunny prediction 
while facing anotherBrexit- 
related headache - oppo¬ 
sition lawmakers seeking to 
force May's government to 
publish legal advice it re¬ 
ceived about Britain's de¬ 
parture from the European 
Union. 

May is battling to persuade 
lawmakers to support the 
divorce agreement she has 
sealed with the EU when 
the House of Commons 
votes on Dec. 11. Opposi¬ 
tion parties say their repre¬ 
sentatives will vote against 
the deal, and so have 
dozens of lawmakers from 
May's Conservative Party. 
Defeat would leave the 
U.K. facing a messy, eco¬ 
nomically damaging "no¬ 


deal" Brexit on March 29 
and could topple the prime 
minister, her government, 
orboth. 

May predicted Monday 
that despite the blowback 
"I will still have a job in two 
weeks' time." 


"My job is making sure that 
we do what the public 
asked us to: We leave the 
EU but we do it in a way 
that is good for them," she 
told broadcasterlTV. 

The Conservative prime 
minister has consistently re¬ 


fused to say what she plans 
to do if — aswidely predict¬ 
ed — the British Parliament 
rejectsthe deal hergovem- 
ment reached with the EU. 
"I'm focusing on ... getting 
that vote and getting the 
vote overthe line,"she said. 


Politicians on both sides 
of Britain's EU membership 
debate oppose the agree¬ 
ment that May struck with 
the bloc — pro-Brexit ones 
because it keeps Britain 
bound closely to the EU, 
and pro-EU politicians be¬ 
cause it erects barriers be¬ 
tween the U.K. and its big¬ 
gest trading partner. 

May's opponents argue 
that Britain can renegotiate 
the deal for betterterms 
But the British government 
and the EU insist that the 
agreement, which took a 
year and a ha If to negoti¬ 
ate, is the only one on the 
table and rejecting itwould 
mean leaving the bloc 
without a deal. 

'There is no Plan B," Dutch 
Prime Minister Mark Rutte 
said. 

Rutte cited the "red lines" 
drawn by both sidesduring 
negotiations, including the 
U.K.'s refusal to accept the 
free movement of people 
between Britain and the 
EU, and the need to keep 
an open border between 
the U.K.'s Northern Ireland

Italy's labor ministerembroiled in family business scandal

ROME (AP) — The father of 
Italy's labor and develop¬ 
ment minister apologized 
Monday for hiring workers 
off the books for his small 
construction firm but insist¬ 
ed his "errors" shouldn't re¬ 
flect badly on his son. 

A video posted Monday 
on the 5-Star Movement's 
Facebook page featured 


Antonio Di Maio, at times 
choking up, acknowledg¬ 
ing he had hired workers 
without contracts and say¬ 
ing his business could n't sur¬ 
vive any other way. 

Di Maio's son, Italian Dep¬ 
uty Premier Luigi Di Maio, 
leads the 5-Stars, an anti¬ 
establishment party that 
prides itself on the honesty 
and transparency of its 
public servants 
The labor and tax scandal 
involving the elder Di Maio 
is problematic for his son 
since the campaign that 
brought the 5-Starsto pow¬ 
er in June emphasized his 
family's honest background 
and Luigi Di Maio's support 
forthe ordinary workers and 
small entrepreneurs who 
make up the backbone of 
Italy's struggling economy. 
After initially saying he 
didn't know details about 
the family business, Di 
Maio, who heads Italy's la¬ 
bor and economic devel¬ 
opment ministries, inquired 
with his father and ac¬ 


knowledged problems. He 
has distanced himself from 
them and vowed full trans¬ 
parency. 

Police have also searched 
the family's Naples-area 
homestead after Media¬ 
set's Le lene investigative 
program, which broke the 
scandal, suggested some 
buildings there were unau¬ 
thorized. 

In his video statement, 
Antonio Di Maio acknowl¬ 
edged past "errors" and 
apologized to his fam¬ 
ily and the workers he had 
cheated out of employ¬ 
ment benefits. 

But he said his son never 
knew about his laborprac- 
ticesand shouldn't be sub¬ 
ject to what he called 'fe¬ 
rocious and disproportion¬ 
ate attacks" from political 
opponents. Le lene inter¬ 
viewed formerworkerswho 
said they were paid in cash 
and when injured on the 
job prevented from filing 
for worker's compensation 
since that would have ex¬ 


posed their irregular status. 
Despite the problems 
posed by the scandal, Luigi 
Di Maio is not a lone among 
Italian politicians who have 
been tainted by the sins of 
their fathers. 

Former Premier Matteo 
Renzi was hobbled by a 
corruption investigation 
involving his father. One 
of Renzi's ministers was ac¬ 
cused of using her influ¬ 
ence to help out the bank 
where herfather was dep¬ 
uty chairman — a charge 
she denied. 

Both Renzi and the former 
minister, Maria Elena Bos- 
chi, have excoriated Di 
Maio forwhattheysaid was 
hypocrisy. The 5-Stars led 
the charge against them 
when their fathers were in 
the spotlight. 

'The 5-Stars created a vil¬ 
lainous climate with per¬ 
sonal attacks And today, 
Di Maio's family is victim 
of the same system," Renzi 
said Monday in his weekly

MADRID (AP) — A regional 
election in Spain saw a 
surge of support for a far- 
right party and dealt a 
major setback to the ruling 
Socialists, prompting the 
prime minister on Monday 
to vow to defend democ¬ 
racy from fear. 

"Ihe anti-migrant, anti-fem¬ 
inist and euroskeptic Vox 
party won 12 seats Sunday 
in the 109-member parlia¬ 
ment of Andalusia, Spain's 
most populated region 
and a bastion ofthe Social- 
istsforthe past36years. 

The four-year-old Vox par¬ 
ty, which had not previous¬ 
ly held any seats in Spain, 
could now be a kingmaker 
and oust the Socialists from 
Andalusia's regional gov¬ 
ernment if they strike a deal 
with conservatives and the 
center-right to assemble a 
59-seat majority. 

Those leaders on Monday 
began talks to form a re¬ 
gional government, which 
both parties said would in¬ 
clude contactswith Vox. 
The surprising win — the 
most favorable pollsahead 
of the election predicted 
Vox would win about five 
seats — also launched the 
party's strategy to make a 
dentin national politic sand 
the European elections 
next year. It's also a blow 
to those who had felt that 


sour memories of Spain's 
20th-century dictatorship 
and a consensus over the 
European Union's benefits 
had inoculated the country 
from a global wave of rising 
populism. 

French far-right leader 
Marine Le Pen was one of 
the first to celebrate Vox's 
success, congratulating 
the party's national lead¬ 
er, Santiago Abascal, in 
a tweet for what she said 
was"a very significant result 
fora young and dynamic 


movement." 

In a sharp contrast, Spain's 
Socialist prime minister, 
Pedro Sanchez, tweeted 
Monday that "my govern¬ 
ment will continue work¬ 
ing on a regenerating and 
pro-European project for 
Spain." He said the result 
will "strengthen our pledge 
to defend the Constitution 
and Democracy against 
fear." 

The Socialists saw their sup¬ 
port plummet to just 33 
seats, compared to 47 in 


2015 and far from the ma¬ 
jority of 55 needed to gov¬ 
ern even if they could get 
the backing of Adelante 
Andalucia, the local brand 
of the anti-establishment 
Podemosparty, which took 
17 seats. 

The conservative Popular 
Party came second with 26 
seats — down seven from 
previously — and the cen- 
te r-rig ht C itize ns p a rty mo re 
than doubled its presence 
in the regional assembly, 
capturing 21 seats. 


Still, analysts said that hav¬ 
ing Spain's right-wing side 
themselves with the far- 
right could backfire, es¬ 
pecially with local, other 
regional and European 
elections next year and a 
possible general election 
that could come any time 
before 2020. 

That's the limit ofthe legisla¬ 
tive term for Sanchez, who 
toppled former conserva¬ 
tive Prime Minister Mariano 
Rajoy in J une with a no- 
confidence vote. Sanchez 
now leads Spain's weak¬ 
est minority government in 
four decades of democ- 
racyand there is increasing 
speculation that he could 
be calling an early elec¬ 
tion. The acting regional 
president in Andalusia, Su¬ 
sa na Diaz, blamed the So¬ 
cialists' loss of support on 
the high rate of abstention, 
which has been interpret¬ 
ed as punishment by tra¬ 
ditional center-left voters 
to the corruption scandals 
marring her pa rty. 

"We have understood the 
message and we take 
note," said Diaz, who also 
called on other parties to 
"build a firewall against the 
extreme right in Spain."

15 members, including Al¬ 
geria, Angola, Congo, Ec¬ 
uador, Equatorial Guinea, 
Gabon, Iran, Iraq, Kuwait, 
Ubya, Nigeria, Saudi Ara¬ 
bia, the United Arab Emir¬ 
ates and Venezuela. OPEC 
nations like Ecuador, Ga¬ 
bon and Indonesia have ei- 
therwithdrawn orsuspend- 
ed their membership in the 
past, only later to rejoin. 
Qatar could potentially do 
the same. 

OPEC sets production tar¬ 
gets for its members in an 
effort to control the price of 
oil available on the global 
ma rket. 

President Donald Trump 
repeatedly has criticized 
both OPEC and U.S. ally 
Saudi Arabia over rising oil 
prices in recent weeks, de¬ 
manding a production in¬ 
crease to drive down U.S. 
gasoline prices. That rising 
supply, coupled with the 
Trump administration al¬ 
lowing many countries to 
continue to import Iranian 
oil despite his targeting of 
Tehran with sanctions, has 
seen global pricesdrop. 
Benchmark Brent crude, 
for instance, reached over 
$85 a barrel in early Octo¬ 
ber, only to drop sharply 
in the time since. It traded 
at just over $61 a barrel

LAGOSy Nigeria (AP) — Ni¬ 
geria's president took the 
extraordinary step of deny¬ 
ing rumorsthathe died and 
was replaced by a body 
double, telling the country 
that he is a live and well. 

"It is the real me I assure 
you," President Muhamma¬ 
du Buhari said Sunday to a 
group of Nigerians during 
a visit to Poland, where he 
is attending the United Na- 
tionsClimate Conference. 
"A lot of people hoped that 
I died during my ill health," 
Buhari said, "lam still going 
strong." 

The 75-year-old, who was 
elected in 2015 and will run 
for his second term in Feb¬ 
ruary, has been in ill health 
throughout his presidency. 
But in the video of his re¬ 
marks posted to Twitter by 
his personal assistant, he 
joked as he dismissed the 
rumors, to laughter and 
head-shaking applause by 
some government officials 
after a Nigerian posed a 
question about his identity, 
"fhe government has been 
tight-lipped about Buhari's 
health throughout his presi¬ 
dency. 

Rumors of his death started 
in 2017, when Buhari spent 
seven weeks in London for 
medical treatment. They 
abated when he returned 
to Nigeria, but returned in 
full force last month, stoked 
by prominent opposition 
leadersand separatists. 
Nnamdi Kanu, leader of 
the separatist group, Indig- 
enousPeople of Biafra, said 
that a Sudanese lookalike, 
named Jubril, had taken 
Buhari's place as a body 


double. His claims were 
shared widely online, often 
accompanied by videos 
thatappeared to portraya 
dead Buhari lying in a Lon¬ 
don hospital. 

This is not the first time that 
Nigerians have speculated 
about a president's mortal¬ 
ity. State secrecy around 
former President Umaru 
Musa YafAdua's ill health 
fostered similar rumors be¬ 
fore Yar7\dua died in office 
in 2010. 

As Nigeria prepares for the 
upcoming elections, the 
opposition said the presi¬ 
dent's health renders him 
unfit to continue his tenure. 
Some have questioned his 
ability to contain insurgent 
groupsand Islamic extrem¬ 
ists, which the president re¬ 
cently said had started us¬ 
ing drones. 

In the 2015 elections, Bu- 


hari made the defeat of 
Boko Haram a major goal 
for his presidency. But ex¬ 
tremists continue to carry 
out deadly suicide bomb¬ 
ings and abductions in the 
northeast and wider Lake 
Chad region. 

Deadly attacks against the 
Nigerian military are on the 
rise. Thirty-nine Nigerian sol¬ 
diers were killed and an¬ 
other 43 were wounded in 
November, according to 
the presidency. 

In late November, Buhari 
pivoted from repeated 
claims from his government 
that Boko Haram had been 
"crushed," instead urging 
the military to "rise to the 
challenge." 

Ihe Islamic State also 
claimed it has 'Tull control" 
of Arege, a town nearLake 
Chad, after Nigerian sol¬ 
diers fled their barracks. 


Ihe group also posted a 
statement Monday on the 
main IS website claiming 
that, after two days of at¬ 
tacks a gainst the barracks, 
many soldiers were killed 
and wounded. 

The Nigerian military hasnot 
responded to the claims. 
Buhari said Monday at the 
U.N. Climate Change con¬ 
ference in Poland that no 
country can fight climate 
change on its own and 
called for international sup¬ 
port to save the receding 
Lake Chad and ensure its 
safety from Boko Haram 
fighters. "Nigeria believes 
in joint and cooperative ef¬ 
fort to tackle the problem," 
Buhari said, noting that cli¬ 
mate change effects are 
felt more acutely in vul¬ 
nerable communities "We 
urge that effort to address 
the challenges of climate 


change be pursued within 
multilateral frame work." 

He said parameters should 
be put in place to monitor 
financial flows from devel¬ 
oped countriesto develop¬ 
ing economies. 

Lake Chad, one of the 
world's largest freshwater 
lakes, has shrunk by 95 per¬ 
cent in more than 50 years, 
the government says. Bu¬ 
hari has said that has led 
to massive social and eco¬ 
nomic loss for millions of 
families, and haslinked itto 
violence by Boko Haram in¬ 
surgents. He called on the 
international community 
to support a watertransfer 
from the Congo Basin, say¬ 
ing it would benefit of over 
40 million people that de¬ 
pend on the Lake Chad for 
theirlivelihood and to guar¬ 
antee future security of the 
regionO

Uruguay rejects ex Peru president Garcia's asylum request

UMA, Peru (AP) — Former 
Peruvian President Alan 
Garcia said Monday he 
would cooperate with 
prosecutors investigating 
him for corruption after 
Uruguay turned down his 
asylum request and forced 
him to leave the residence 
of its ambassador to the 
Andean nation. 

In denying Garcia's asylum 
claim, Uruguayan President 
Tabare Vazquez said there 
was no evidence to sup¬ 
port the politician's claim 
that he was being targeted 
politically. 

"In Peru the three branches 
of government function 
freely and autonomously, 
especially in this case the 
judicial power," Tabare 
Vazquez said. 

Around the same time that 
Vazquez announced his 
decision in Uruguay's capi¬ 
tal, a silver-colored sedan 


left his ambassador's resi¬ 
dence in Uma, taking Gar¬ 
cia first to his daughter's 
home a nd then to his ma n- 
sion in the leafy Miraflores 
neighborhood. From there, 
an aide read a statement 
in which Garcia vowed to 
cooperate with prosecu¬ 
tors, saying he had only 


sought asylum because 
he had received informa¬ 
tion that he would be de¬ 
tained despite having nev¬ 
er missed several previous 
judicial citations. 

"When I am called to tes¬ 
tify I will do so promptly, as 
I already have been doing, 
and hoping that rumors of 


my arbitrary detention are 
false,"the statement said. 
Garcia fled to Uruguay's 
diplomatic mission a little 
more than two weeks ago 
after a judge banned him 
from leaving the country 
for 18 months as investiga¬ 
tors probe allegations he 
received illegal payments 
from Brazilian construction 
gia nt Odebrecht. 

Garcia has argued that he 
was the victim of false tes¬ 
timony by political enemies 
who told prosecutors he 
allegedly took bribes from 
Odebrecht during the con¬ 
struction of Uma's metro 
during his 2006-2011 gov¬ 
ernment. He has not been 
charged. 

Odebrecht hasatthe cen¬ 
ter of Latin America's big¬ 
gest corruption scandal 
since admitting in a 2016 
plea agreement with the 
U.S. Justice Department 
that it paid corrupt officials 
a cross Latin America nearly 


$800 millio n in exc ha ng e fo r 
major infrastructure con¬ 
tracts 

Ihe scandal has led to the 
jailing of numerous politi¬ 
cians across the region, 
especially in Peru, where 
former President Pedro 
Pablo Kucyznski wasforced 
to resign for hiding his past 
work as a consultant to 
Odebrecht and Garcia, 
as well as two other former 
presidents, Ollanta Humala 
and Alejandro Toledo, are 
being probed forallegedly 
taking illegal payments 
Garcia's request for asy¬ 
lum seemed to have gar¬ 
nered little sympathy from 
Peruvians accustomed to 
widespread graft by top 
officials. Barely a half-doz¬ 
en die-hard loyalists from 
his APFIA party gathered 
outside his home Monday 
shouting support, down 
from just a few dozen when 
he took refuge in the am¬ 
bassador's residence.□

Ecuador's President Lenin 
Moreno on Monday sus¬ 
pended his vice president, 
who faces allegations that 
as a congresswoman she 
took kickbacks from a staff 
member. 

Ihe removal of Maria Ale¬ 
jandra Vicuna came after 
she requested an unpaid 
leave of absence until J a n- 
uary so she could prepare 
her defense in a probe 
started last week by Ecua¬ 
dor's chief prosecutor. She 
said she was doing so as 
not to interfere with gov¬ 
ernment work. 

Moreno said a top aide, 


Jose Briones, would occu¬ 
py the vice presidency, but 
gave no indication forhow 
long. 

Briones is Ecuador's third 
vice president since More¬ 
no took office last year. The 
president's running mate, 
Jorge Glas, was stripped 
of his duties after he was 
jailed and later convicted 
of orchestrating a plot to 
demand millions of dollars 
in bribesfrom Brazilian con¬ 
struction giant Odebrecht 
during the leftist govern¬ 
ment of President Rafael 
Correa. Both he and More¬ 
no served as Correa's vice 
president. 

Last week, a government 


opponentaccused Vicuna 
of receiving regular pay¬ 
ments of between $300 
and $1,400 from an aide 
between 2011 and 2013, 
when she was a lawmaker 
aligned with the ruling par¬ 
ty. 

Vicuna hasacknowledged 
receiving deposits from a 
staffer, but said they were 
not mandatory kickbacks 
She said the former aide 
turned against her with 
whatshe called slanderous 
accusations after she re¬ 
buffed repeated requests 
since September to name 
him to a government 
position.Q

— Tiger Woods finished 
the Hero World Challenge 
on Sunday and headed 
to Australia to promote 
the Presidents Cup as the 
U.S. captain. It's the same 
schedule he faces next 
year, with one big differ¬ 
ence. 

Woods will have 12 players 
with him, and he could be 
a playing captain. 

It leads to a messy sched¬ 
ule that could affect two 
tournaments — his unoffi¬ 
cial Hero World Challenge, 
an 18-man field of play¬ 
ers from the top 50 in the 
world, and the Australian 
Open, which was hopeful 
of a strong field a week be¬ 
fore the Presidents Cup at 
Royal Melbourne. 

The Presidents Cup is Dec. 
12-15, the latest it has ever 
been played. Woods con¬ 
firmed earlier in the week 
that the Hero World Chal¬ 
lenge would be played the 
week before. Beyond that, 
details remain unclear. 
'There are so many things 
that are up in the air," 
Woodssaid afterhe closed 
with a 1-over 73 and fin¬ 
ished 17th out of 18 players. 


'One of the logistical things 
I'm trying to figure out is try 
to get where there's like 
eight to 10 guys, plus four, 
five more ... you're getting 
close to 50 people from 
the Bahamas to Australia in 
time fora practice round, 
opening ceremonies and 
the event. We have our 
work ahead of us trying to 
logistic ally try to make this 
all happen." 

One person involved in the 


event told The Associated 
Press that the plan was to 
end the Hero World Chal¬ 
lenge on Saturday next 
year, possibly early in the 
afternoon.

NEW YORK <AP) — Aiming 
for an instant upgrade af¬ 
ter two failing seasons, the 
New York Mets and their 
rookie general manager 
turned to a most familiar 
face. 

The Mets made a splash — 
that much was certain — 
when they acquired eight¬ 
time All-Star second base- 
man Robinson Cano and 
major league saves leader 
Edwin Diaz from the Seattle 
Mariners in a seven-player 
trade Monday. 

In his first big move as Mets 
GM, Brodie Van Wagenen 
brought the 36-year-old 
Cano back to New York. 
Van Wagenen previously 
was an agent and repre¬ 
sented the former Yankees 
slugger. 

The rebuilding Marinersalso 
sent $20 million to the Mets 
foroutfielderj ay Bruce, re¬ 
liever Anthony Swa rza k a nd 
three prospects: former 
first-round draft picksJ ustin 
Dunn and Jarred Kelenic, 
plus right-hander Gerson 
Ba utista. 

Mets fa ns we re strongly split 
on the deal. 

Some applauded the trade 
as a chance for a team 
three years removed from 
the World Series to quickly 
head back in that direc¬ 
tion. Ihe Mets went 77-85 
this year despite a rotation 
that included NLCy Young 
Award winner Jacob de- 
Grom, Noah Syndergaard 
and SckWheeler. 

Others saw the Mets mort¬ 
gaging their future for a 
high-priced player on the 
back end of his career. 
Many Mets rooters remem¬ 
bered deals for aging sec¬ 
ond basemen Carlos Baer- 
ga and Roberto Alomar Jr. 
that didn't work out — it 
was also mentioned that 
on this date, Dec. 3, back 
in 1969, the Mets traded 
soon-to-be star center 
fielder Amos Otis to Kansas 
Cityforwashoutthird base- 
man J oe Foy. 

Van Wagenen, Cano and 
Diaz were set to talk about 
the deal Tuesday during a 
holiday party at Citi Field. 
Cano is halfway through a 
$240 million, 10-year con¬ 
tract. With the cash from 
Seattle, the Mets will be 
responsible for $100 million 
of the $120 million owed to 


Cano. 

Cano served an 80-game 
suspension this year fol¬ 
lowing a positive test for 
Furosemide, a diuretic 
that can be used to mask 
performa nce-enha nc ing 
drugs Cano claimed the 
Furosemide was given to 
him by a licensed doctor 
in the Dominican Repub¬ 
lic. The suspension was an¬ 
nounced May 15, two days 
afterCano'sright hand was 
broken when he was hit by 
a pitch thrown by Detroit's 
Blaine Flardy. 

Cano returned to the Mari- 
nerson Aug. 14and finished 
with a .303 batting aver¬ 
age, 10 homers and 50 RBIs 
in 80 games He waived his 
no-trade clause to return to 
New York. 

Van Wagenen was co¬ 
head of CAA Baseball be¬ 
fore joining the Mets in Oc¬ 
tober and negotiated Ca¬ 
no'scontract with Seattle in 
December2013. Cano has 
a .304 career batting aver¬ 
age with 311 homers and 
1,233 RBIs, including four 
100-RBI seasons. He has a 
career .848 OPS, including 
an .845 mark last season. 
Diaz's value may never 
have been higherafterthe 
hard-throwing 24-year-old 
topped the majors with 57 
saves last season. The Mets 
needed a closeraftertrad¬ 
ing Jeurys Familia to Oak¬ 
land last J uly. 

The Marinersare complete¬ 
ly revamping their rosterthis 
offseason, having already 
traded ace James Paxton 
to the Yankees. Seattle also 
traded All-Star shortstop 
Jean Segura and pitch¬ 
ers J a mes Pazos and J uan 
Nicasio to Philadelphia on 
Monday for veteran slug¬ 
ger Carlos Santana and 
young infielder J .P. Craw¬ 
ford. 

'Thistrade bolstersourplay- 
er development system 
with the additionsof J arred 
Kelenic and Justin Dunn, 
while also providing imme¬ 
diate impact to our major 
league club," Mariners GM 
J erry Dipoto said in a state¬ 
ment. 

Diaz had a 1.96 ERA and 
struck out 124 in 73 1/3 in¬ 
nings. 

Seattle has not reached 
the playoffs since 2001, the 
longest postsea son drought 


across the four major pro 
American sports. After fin¬ 
ishing third in the AL West 
despite an 89-73 record, 
the Marinersdecided to go 
in anotherdirection. 

Bruce, a three-time All-Star 
with Cincinnati who is 31, 
was acquired by the Mets 
atthe 2016trade deadline, 
dealt to Cleveland in Au¬ 
gust 2017, became a free 
agent and returned to the 
Mets last January. He hit 
.223 this year and set ca¬ 
reer lows with nine homers 
and 37 RBIs, sidelined from 
J une 18 through Aug. 24 by 
a right hip issue. 

Swa rza k, 33, was 0-2 with a 
6.15 EFLA in 29 relief appear¬ 
ances He was on the dis¬ 


abled list twice, from April 
1 through J une 4 due to a 
strained left oblique and 
from Aug. 4 through Sept. 
8 with right shoulder inflam¬ 
mation. 

Bruce is owed $13 million in 
each of the next two sea¬ 
sons, and Swa rza k is due $9 
million in the final season of 
histwo-yeardeal. 

Kelenic, a 19-year-old out¬ 
fielder, was the sixth over¬ 
all selection this year and 
hit .286 with six homers, 
42 RBIs and 15 steals in 56 
gamesof rookie ball. Dunn, 
a 23-year-old right-hander, 
was the 19th overall pick 
in 2016 and was 8-8 with a 
3.59 ERA this year over 24

Leak site's launc h shows 
dilemma of radical transparency

LONDON (AP) — A new 

leak website is wrestling 
with what to make avail¬ 
able to the public, an illus¬ 
tration of the difficulty of 
balancing full transparency 
with respect for privacy in 
an age of mass disclosures. 
Ihe site, dubbed Distrib¬ 
uted Denial of Secrets, is 
aimed at capturing the 
cascade of leaked data 
coursing through the web, 
securing it for researchers 
and journalists before it dis¬ 
appears amid the digital 
chum of the internet. 

But the content of Denial 
of Secrets' library — includ¬ 
ing tranches of data from 
the infidelity website Ashley 
Madison — drew criticism 
ahead of its public debut 
Monday. Ihe site's found¬ 
ers eventually decided to 
pull from its public collec¬ 
tion the haul from the Ash¬ 
ley Madison site along with 
more than a dozen other 
leaks 

'The criticism and feed¬ 
back is what prompted us 
to change," said journal¬ 
ist Emma Best, the site's de 
facto spokesperson. 

The move, she added, was 
"ha If playing it safe and half 
justa practical measure." 
Denial of Secrets carries 


more than 1 terabyte of 
data from many of the 
highest-profile leaks from 
the past decade, includ¬ 
ing stolen documents re¬ 
leased by the Anonymous 
movement of digital vigi¬ 
lantes, leaks organized by 
the pseudonymous hacker 
Phineas Phisher and more 
recent disclosures by the 
media collective Unicom 
Riot. More controversially, 
the site also included giga¬ 
bytes worth of username 
and password data, aswell 
ascopiesof highly sensitive 
leaks including the Ashley 
Madison materialand data 
drawn from the religious 
dating site Muslim Match in 
2016. 

The site initially met with 
skeptic ism. 

'You should not be hosting 
the Ashley Madison hack," 
said Joseph Cox, who has 
regularly covered data 
breaches for Motherboard, 
Vice's technology publi¬ 
cation. 'Ordinary people 
have killed themselves over 
this data." 

Both Cox and Gabriella 
Coleman, a McGill Universi¬ 
ty anthropologist known for 
herin-depth workon Anon¬ 
ymous, said they could see 
a use for an online reposi¬ 
tory of major leaks. 
Coleman worried that in¬ 


formation from such inci¬ 
dents was sinking into 'the 
quicksand of the internet," 
but she said preserving lists 
of password sand userdata 
made little historical sense. 

"I just don't see any justifica¬ 
tion," she said. 

Best acknowledged being 
uncomfortable with the 
Ashley Madison data but 
argued that any sensitive 
material was "stale and is 
now only useable for his¬ 
torical purposes" She said 
it was hard to predict how 
useful data could even¬ 
tually be, pointing to a 
numberof academic stud¬ 
ies based on the Ashley 
Madison leak. Eventually, 
she and her colleagues 
changed their approach; 
the site's public debut was 
delayed as some of the 
most controversial mate¬ 
rial was removed, including 
the Ashley Madison and 
Muslim Match files. 

Best said the data would 
now be made available to 
researchers privately on a 
case-by-case basis, a de¬ 
cision that mollified some 
critics 

"Much better," said Cole¬ 
man after reviewing the 
newly pared-back site. "Ex¬ 
actly the model we might 
want.'O

Russian hackers use 
Brexit in phishing 
email, experts warn 


LONDON (AP) — Cybersecurity experts at consulting firm 
Accenture are warning that Russian hackers are using 
public interest in Brexit as a lure in their latest phishing 
emails. 

The company's security division issued an advisory Thurs¬ 
day about a Brexit-themed document intended to de¬ 
liver ma Iwa re to ta rgets. 

Accenture said the Microsoft Word file started circulat¬ 
ing the same day this month that the British government 
agreed on a draft of its agreement to leave the Euro¬ 
pean Union. 

The document had Brexit in its file name but contained 
only garbled text used to trick users into activating a 
macro command to load malicious content. 

Accenture said it appears the cyberattackers were 
Russian based on software used in previous hacking at¬ 
tempts It added that they often use news head lines to 
trick vie tims.O 
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US-China tiade truce seen boosting US stock market

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

truce in the trade dispute 
between the U.S. and Chi¬ 
na should boost rattled fi¬ 
nancial markets, at least 
through the year's end, ex¬ 
perts say. But the stock mar¬ 
ket's recent wild gyrations 
likely will persist as the two 
countries strain to reach a 
permanentaccord. 

'The all-clear sign hasn't 
flashed yet but it's certainly 
positive news," says Mike 
Loewengart, vice president 
of investment strategy at E- 
Trade. 

The U.S. was set to raise 
tariffs on $200 billion in Chi¬ 
nese goodsonj an. 1. Presi¬ 
dent Donald Trump agreed 
Saturday in a meeting in 
Buenos Aires with Chinese 
Leader Xi Jinping at the 
G-20 summit to hold off for 
90 days while the two sides 
try to settle their differenc¬ 
es 

That looming deadline, as 
well as Trump's threat to 
impose tariffs on an addi¬ 
tional $267 billion of goods 
from China, possibly includ¬ 
ing iPhones and laptops, 
had contributed to sharp 
dec lines in stocks since ear¬ 
ly October. 

The agreement buys time 
for the two countries to try 
to work out their differenc¬ 
es in a fight over China's 
aggressive drive to acquire 
advanced technologies. 

In the short term, at least, 
strong market gains could 
be in the offing. 

"I think the market will prob¬ 
ably respond quite favor¬ 
ably," Sam Stovall, chief 
investment strategist for 
CFRA, said in reference to 
the temporary trade ac¬ 
cord. "I do think that a 
Santa Claus rally is in the 
making. "Markets opened 
the week in Asia with solid 
gains after the Trump-Xi 
meeting. In early trad¬ 
ing Monday the Shanghai 
Composite index jumped 

2.7 percent and the Hang 
Seng in Hong Kong added 

2.8 percent. Japan's Nik¬ 
kei 225 index climbed 1.4 
percent. The Dow and S&P 
futures contracts were 1.9 
percent and 1.8 percent 
higher, auguring a strong 
start on Wall Street. 

After a steep decline in 


October, stocks steadied 
in early November. The 
selling picked up again as 
investors abandoned high¬ 
flying technology stocks 
amid concerns over the 
U.S.-China trade tussle and 
slowing global economic 
growth and bailed on en¬ 
ergy stocks as the price of 
oil plummeted. 

The market a Iso feared the 
Federal Reserve's policy of 
gradual interest rates hikes 
could end the longest bull 
market in history by slowing 
economic growth and de¬ 
pressing company profits. 
But last week Fed Chair¬ 
man Jerome Powell indi¬ 
cated the central bank 
might consider a pause in 
rate hikes next year while 
it gauges the impact of its 
credit tightening. 

Stocks soared last week, 
with the S&P 500 rising nea r- 
ly 5 percent for the week. 
The closely watched index 
is now up 3.2 for the year 
and, with the U.S.-China 
tentative agreement now 


in hand, some analysts ex- 
pectitcould posta gain for 
the year in the mid-single 
d ig its. 

The euphoria could stretch 
into early next year. But if 
the 90-day deadline nears 
without a formal trade 
pact, Trump could tweet 
his displeasure and issue 
threats, creating more mar¬ 
ket choppiness, analysts 
say. 

'You're going to see a ton of 
volatility," suggested Nate 
Thooft, a senior portfolio 
managerat Manulife Asset 
Management. 'The re's defi¬ 
nitely no shortage of uncer¬ 
tainty." 

Volatility has been a hall¬ 
mark ofthe market recent¬ 
ly. According to S&P Dow 
Jones Indices, the S&P 500 
closed with a gain or loss 
of 1 percent or more on 18 
of 44 trading days in Octo¬ 
ber and November. There 
were eight such days in all 
of 2017. 

Beyond the trade and tar¬ 
iff issues, there are still nag¬ 


ging concerns that higher 
interest rates could crimp 
economic growth in the 
U.S. and globally. Poten¬ 
tial hot spots and instability 
abroad that can fuel high¬ 
er commodity prices and 
spark inflation also aren't 


going away. 

That means even with the 
encouraging results of the 
Group of 20 summit, 'There 
will still be a cloud hanging 
over the market," E-Trade's 
Loewengart said.Q

NEW YORK (AP) — Misin¬ 
formation, as opposed to 
disinformation, was cho¬ 
sen Monday as Dictionary, 
corn's word of the year on 
the tattered coattails of 
'toxic," picked earlier this 
month for the same honor 
by Oxford Dictionaries in 
these tumultuous times 
Jane Solomon, a linguist- 
in-residence at Dictionary, 
said in a recent interview 
that her site's choice of 
"mis" over "dis" was delib¬ 
erate, intended to serve 
as a "call to action" to be 
vigilant in the battle against 
fake news,flat earthers and 
anti-vaxxers, among other 
conduits 

It's the idea of intent, 
whether to inadvertently 
mislead orto do it on pur¬ 
pose, that the Oakland, 
California-based company 
wanted to highlight. The 
company decided itwould 
go high when others have 
spent much of 2018 going 
low. 

'The rampant spread of 
misinformation is really pro¬ 
viding new challenges for 
navigating life in 2018," Sol¬ 
omon told The Associated 
Pressahead ofthe word of 
the year announcement. 
"Misinformation has been 
around fora long time, but 
overthe last decade or so 
the rise of social media has 
really, really changed how 
information is shared. We 
believe that understanding 
the concept of misinforma¬ 
tion is vital to identifying 
misinformation as we en¬ 
counter it in the wild, and 
that could ultimately help 
curb its impact." 


In studying lookups on the 
site that trended this year, 
Dictionary noticed "our re¬ 
lationship with truth is some¬ 
thing that came up again 
and again,"she said. 

For example, the word 
"mainstream"popped up a 
lot, spiking inj anuary asthe 
term "mainstream media," 
or MSM, grew to gargan¬ 
tuan proportions, wielded 
asan insult by some on the 
political right. Other words 
swirling around the same 
problem included a lookup 
surge in February for "white 
lie" after Hope Hicks, then 
White House communica¬ 
tions director, admitted to 
telling a few for President 
Donald Trump. 

The word "Orwellian" sur¬ 
faced in heavy lookups 
in May, after a statement 
attributed to White House 
press secretary Sarah Huck- 


abee Sanders accused 
the Chinese government 
of 'Orwellian nonsense" in 
trying to impose its views 
on American citizens and 
private companies when 
it declared that United Air¬ 
lines, American Airlines and 
otherfo reign carriers should 
refer to Taiwan, Hong Kong 
and Macau as part of Chi¬ 
na in pub lie-facing materi¬ 
als, such as their websites. 
Misinformation, Solomon 
said, 'frames what we've 
all been through in the last 
12 months." In that vein, the 
site with 90 million monthly 
users has busied itself add¬ 
ing new word entries for 
'filter bubble," "fake news," 
"post-fact," "post-truth" and 
"homophily," among oth¬ 
ers Other word entries on 
the site have been fresh¬ 
ened to reflect timely new 
meanings, including "echo 


chamber." 

The company's runners-up 
for the top honor include 
"representation," driven by 
the popularity ofthe movies 
"Black Panther and 'Crazy 
Rich Asians," along with 
wins during the U.S. mid¬ 
term elections for Muslim 
women, Native Americans 
and LG BTC) candidates. 

But the rise of misinforma¬ 
tion, Solomon said, stretch- 
eswell beyond U.S. borders 
and Facebook's role in dis¬ 
seminating fake news and 
propaganda in the Cam¬ 
bridge Analytica scandal. 
The use of Facebook and 
other social media to incite 
violence and conflict was 
documented around the 
globe in 2018, she said. 
"Hate speech and rumors 
posted to Facebook fa¬ 
cilitated violence against 
Rohingya Muslims in Myan¬ 


ma r, riots sta rted in Sri La n- 
ka after false news set the 
country's Buddhist majority 
against Muslims, and false 
rumors about child kidnap¬ 
pers on WhatsApp led to 
mob violence in India," Sol¬ 
omon said. 

Is disinformation or misin¬ 
formation at play in terms 
of the yearis most promi¬ 
nent conspiracy theories? 
Solomon noted prolifera¬ 
tion on social media over 
students in the Parkland 
school shooting being crisis 
actors instead of victims of 
violence, and overa group 
of migrants from Honduras 
who are making their way 
north being funded by "rich 
liberals" 

Elsewhere in the culture, 
countless podcasts and 
videos have spread the 
absurd notion of a global 
cover-up that the Earth is 
flat rather than round. The 
idea of "misinfodemies" has 
surfaced in the last several 
years to identify the anti¬ 
vaccination movement 
and other beliefs that lead 
to real-world health crises, 
Solomon said. 

There are distinctions be¬ 
tween misinformation and 
disinformation to be em¬ 
phasized. 

"Disinformation would have 
also been a really, really in¬ 
teresting word ofthe year 
this year, but our choice 
of misinformation was very 
intentional," she said. "Dis¬ 
information is a word that 
kind of looks externally to 
examine the behavior of 
others It's sort of like point¬ 
ing at behaviorand saying, 
THIS isdisinformation.Q

Forensic testing by experts at 
Amsterdam University "con¬ 
firmed the high likelihood of 
the boy in the photograph 
being the 15-year-old Theo 
van Gogh, and not Vincent," 


the Amsterdam museum said. 
The museum says there is now 
onlyone known photographic 
portrait of the camera-shy 
Dutch artist, taken when he 
was 19. Both photos a re in the 
museum's collection. 

The photo now thought to be 
of Theo was first publicly pre¬ 
sented in 1957 by researcher 
Mark Edo Tralbaut. A Dutch 
television program called 
into question whether it was 
indeed of Vincent in 2014, 


prompting further research. 
'This discovery means that we 
have rid ourselves of an illu¬ 
sion while gaining a portrait 
of Theo," said Van Gogh Mu¬ 
seum Director Axel Rueger. 
"We have essentially returned 
to the situation as it always 
was up to the mistaken iden¬ 
tification in 1957, with a single 
photographic portrait of the 
young, 19-year-old Vincent 
van Gogh.'O

ment was condensed and 
edited, it might look, ap¬ 
propriately, like a training 
montage. 

Images of Jordan cutting 
his teeth on the Baltimore 
streets of'The Wire" and the 
Texas football fields of "Fri¬ 
day Night Lights," followed 
by hints of a soaring talent 
("Red Tails," "Chronicle"), 
shattering breakthroughs 
("Fruitvale Station") and set¬ 
backs ("Fantastic Four") be¬ 
fore reaching, with a pairof 
ha yma kers ("C reed," "Bla c k 
Panther"), heavyweight 
status. 

Parallel to J ondan's steady 
rise has been the 31-year- 
old's expanding sway 
behind the scenes in Hol¬ 
lywood. His production 
company, Outlier Society 
Productions, was among 
the first to embrace the 
inclusion rider, adopting 
the pledge to seek diverse 
casts and crews just days 
after Frances McDormand 
referenced itatthe Oscars. 
Jordan was also influen¬

'Creed II," which opens in 
theaters Wednesday, finds 
J ondan's character, Adonis 
Creed — like the actor, 
himself — adjusting to his 
newfound prominence: 
reaching the pinnacle of his 
profession while still having 
to fightforwhat he believes 
in. As Steven Caple Jr.'s 
boxing drama prepared to 
open in theaters, Jordan 
went door-to-door in Geor¬ 
gia urging people to vote 
in the midterm elections. 
'You've been doing one 
thing for 20 years. Con¬ 
stantly working at it, trying 
to grow and become suc¬ 
cessful, or whatever your 
version of success is. And 
then you have a moment 
in time where everything 
seems to be coming to¬ 
gether at the same time.

"Black Panther" and Jor¬ 
dan's growing profile. Ca¬ 
ple, whose feature debut 
was the 2016 indie film 'The 
Land," had his first meet¬ 
ing with producers around 
Thanksgiving last year. By 
the first week of January, 
he was in Philadelphia get¬ 
ting ready to shoot. 

Caple preserved and ex¬ 
panded upon Coogleris 
naturalistic approach, and 
the film's best scenes un¬ 
lock raw intimacies outside 
the ring.
